Fal!  Convocation  celebrates  the  opening  of  a 
new  school  year  while  honoring  alumni  and 
welcoming  the  new  freshman  class.  On 
September  23,  201 1 , faculty,  staff,  students  and 
friends  joined  together  in  Spaulding  Gymnasium 
for  Interim  President,  Dr.  Dorothy  Cowser 
Yancy’s  address. 


Returning  only  a year  after  she  departed  Shaw,  Dr. 

Yancy  received  a warm  reception  from  the  Shaw 
family.  Greeting  the  “Genesis”  class  of  2015,  she 
encouraged  them  to  set  their  foundation  for  their 
tenure  at  Shaw  with  extreme  focus  and  drive.  She 
placed  emphasis  on  students  tackling  “academics  with 
an  attitude”. 

She  promoted  student  having  a positive  attitude, 
recognizing  their  strengths  and  being  honest  about  their 
position  in  life,  yet  putting  in  hard  work  to  achieve  their 
goals.  She  jokingly  reminded  the  audience  while  Shaw 
is  in  transition  we  are  on  “a  K-Mart  budget  with  a Saks 
Fifth  Avenue  taste”.  Yet,  in  that  we  should  remember 
that  “to  whom  much  is  given,  much  is  required”. 

Dr.  Yancy  closed  her  address  posing  a challenge  to  the 
upperclassmen,  faculty,  and  staff  to  lead  by  example  and 
guide  the  “Genesis”  class  during  the  upcoming  year. 
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Tupper  Hall  (1906)  was  first  used  as  an 
industrial  building  and  later  as  a gymnasium. 
In  1946  it  was  redesigned  and  converted  into 
a men’s  dormitory.  It  was  named  in  honor  of 
Shaw's  founder,  Dr.  Henry  Martin  Tupper. 
Tupper  Hall  is  currently  used  for  class  space. 


Estey  Hall  (1873)  is  Shaw  University's  oldest 
surviving  building.  Named  after  major  contributor 
Jacob  Estey,  the  erection  is  the  first  building 
constructed  for  the  higher  education  of  black 
women  in  the  United  States.  Today,  Estey  Hall 
currently  houses  Shaw  admistrative  offices. 


Leonard  Hall  (1881 ) was  the  first  four-year  medical  school 
for  African  Americans  in  the  United  States.  Named  after 
benefactor  Judson  Wade  Leonard,  Henry  Martin  Tapper's 
brother-in-law,  it  also  was  the  first  four-year  medical  school 
in  North  Carolina.  Today,  Leonard  Hall  currently  houses 
Shaw  University  Divinity  School. 


n E^ember  13,  1968  during  the  peak  of  the  Black  Power  Movement,  the  historic  Estey 
Hall  ca^ht  on  fire.  At  the  time,  the  97  year-old  building  served  as  a female  dormitory. 
Daryfges  included  a hall,  an  attic,  and  two  rooms,  in  which  one  room  was  completely 
dgrfoyed. 


Following  the  devastating  event  on  campus,  and  continuing  deterioration,  the  hall  closed  in 
1970  and  was  set  for  demolition.  However,  after  much  consideration  and  formation  of  the  Estey 
Hall  Foundation,  which  was  able  to  secure  exterior  and  partial  interior  renovations  Estey  Hall 
was  spared,  and  designated  Raleigh  Historic  Landmark. 
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Shaw  University’s  Chapel  was  dedicated  on  June  15,1948.  After  World 
War  II,  Shaw  received  the  chapel  from  the  United  States  military.  In  1993, 
The  Boyd  Chapel  was  completely  renovated.  The  renovation  was  made 
possible  because  of  funds  donated  by  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Boyd.  Therefore, 
the  chapel  was  rename,  the  Thomas  J.  Boyd  Chapel. 


Tyler  Hall  (1910)  was  formerly  a hospital  for  African  Americans. 
Today,  TylerHall  hold  as  offices  for  a variety  of  departments.

' § fter  last  season’s  dominating  run  to  the  CIAA 

Championship  game,  followed  by  the  NCAA  Playoffs,  the  Bears 
were  unable  to  repeat  the  same  success  in  the  2011  season. 
“This  was  a tough  season  for  us.  We  came  in  with  high 
expectations,  but  unfortunately  came  up  short,”  said  George 
Gedin,  senior  defensive  end.  The  2011  Bears’  Football  senior 
class  took  refuge  pleasure  in  four  consecutive  winning  seasons 
(2007-201 0),  three  CIAA  Championships,  and  two  NCAA  Playoff 
appearances;  the  only  two  in  school  history.  Even  though  the 
201 1 senior  class  failed  to  repeat  the  magic  of  the  previous  four 
seasons,  the  tremendous  run  made  by  them  will  forever  live  in 
Bear  lore.  “It’s  been  an  exciting  four  years  here  at  Shaw.  We’ve 
accomplished  more  than  many  people  expected.  I know  it  didn’t 
end  well,  but  I wouldn’t  change  my  teammates  or  my  experiences 
with  them  tor  anything,”  said  senior  running  back,  Frederick 
Flolliday. 

At  the  core  of  201  Ts  team  lied  the 
leadership  of  those  that  were  willed  to 
win.  There  before,  they  possessed  both 
the  strength  and  foresight  to  lead  their 
team  back  to  another  shot  at  glory.  The 
Bears’  senior  players  were  the  true  heart 
of  the  team.  In  addition  to  leadership, 
these  Bears  provided  scoring,  defensive 
intensity,  and  an  unmatched  f ormer 
Defensive  Coordinator,  and  a newly 
appointed  Head  Coach,  Robert  Massey 
that  holds  this  senior  class  in  the  highest 
esteem.  “These  seniors  epitomize  what  it 
means  to  be  a Bear.  They  have  worked 
extremely  hard  and  have  been 
successful  both  on  and  off  the  football 
field,"  Massey  said. 

Among  this  group  of  seniors  are  future  NFL  players,  coaches, 
athletic  trainers,  administrators,  and  most  importantly,  leaders  of 
the  future.

Shaw's  international  tennis  players  serve  up 
excellence, thousand  of  miles  away  from  home

eing  away  from  home  can  make  any  student 
homesick,  missing  their  family,  friends,  and  their 
cultural  environment.  This  rings  even  more  true  for 
both  Shaw  University  Tennis  teams,  which  have 
mostly  international  students  on  their  rosters. 
Currently  all  members  on  the  men’s  team  and  over 
half  of  the  women’s  team  are  originally  from  another 
country. 

With  home  travel  being  so  expensive,  international 
students  may  only  able  to  go  home  once  a year,  if 
that.  For  example,  a round-trip  plane  ticket  for  senior 
Lolia  Kienka  could  cost  anywhere  from  $1 ,500  to 
$2,000,  and  a round  trip  for  sophomore  Andre  Monti 
is  estimated  to  be  $1 ,000.  Kienka,  an  International 
Studies  and  Accounting  major  calls  Lagos,  Nigeria 
home,  making  her  the  second  member  of  her  family 
to  attend  Shaw  University.  Monti,  who  had  an 
impressive  first  season  with  three  defeats,  is  a 
Computer  Information  Systems  major  from 
Campinas,  Brazil. 

According  to  the  admissions  office,  there  are  40 
international  student  athletes  and  only  five  are  on  full 
scholarship.  “International  students  are  not  eligible  for 
financial  aid,  only  athletic  scholarships,  so  they  must 
supplement  their  own  tuition  or  have  a sponsor,”  said 
an  admissions  representative.  Monti  is  not  on  a full 
scholarship  and  pays  the  rest  of  his  tuition  out  of 
pocket.  However,  he  is  no  stranger  to  work,  over  the 
summer  he  made  extra  money  as  a tennis  instructor 
at  a camp  in  New  York.  Fortunately,  neither  Kienka’s 
nor  Monti’s  families  have  to  make  major  financial 
sacrifices  for  them  to  attend  school.  “The  only 
sacrifice  my  family  makes  is  missing  me,”  said  a 
smiling  Monti. 


After  graduation  Monti  plans  on  going  to  graduate 
school  and  living  in  the  states.  Keinka  plans  on  going 
to  law  school  at  Cornell  University  or  Stanford 
University. 


Both  Bear  tennis  teams  finished  the  201 1 season  with 
winning  records.  The  men’s  team  finished  the  season 
with  a 25-2  record  and  appeared  in  their  first  National 
Collegiate  Athletic  Association  (NCAA)  Championship 
Tournament.

n April  16,  2011  Shaw  University  took  a devastating 

hit  when  a tornado  tore  through  the  entire  campus.  Students  were 
forced  to  put  all  pride,  ego,  and  animosity  aside  in  hopes  of 
bringing  everyone  together  and  making  sure  the  Shaw  community 
was  safe.  Mass  Communications  professor  Teri  Burnette  was  one 
of  the  first  faculty  members  to  arrive.  When  receiving  the  news, 
her  immediate  thoughts  were  to  be  on  campus.  “I  needed  to 
make  sure  my  students  were  safe.  I needed  to  make  sure  they 
were  okay,”  said  Burnette.  A state  ofshock  overwhelmed  the 
whole  student  body  and  faculty.  While  the  majority  of  students 
witnessed  the  tornado  first  hand,  others  were  informed  through 
phone  calls,  news  reports,  and  social  media.  “I  was  completely 
devastated,”  said  sophomore  Kevin  Collins,  who  was  at  Elizabeth 
City  State  University  when  he  was  informed. 


Despite  the  mass  destruction,  students  were  determined  to  come 
back  and  finish.  “I  wanted  to  come  back  mainly  to  finish  my  school 
year  after  the  tornado;  it  really  made  me  appreciate  my  school  that 
much  more,”  said  senior  Ashley  Clement.  Clement  believes  that 
after  students  returned  in  the  fall  a sense  of  normalcy  swept  the 
campus.  The  university  has  repaired  the  majority  of  the  damaged 
buildings,  leaving  just  the  upper  level  of  the  Willie  E.  Gary  Student 
Center  to  be  revamped.  Following  the  tornado,  Shaw’s  student 
body  was  in  a state  of  chaos.  In  the  subsequent  fall  months  there 
is  peace  and  reconciliation. 


In  commemoration,  the  incoming  class  of  2015  was  named 
“Genesis”  to  represent  a new  beginning.  Junior  Shirnetta 
Alexander  believes  the  tornado  was  a test  and  brought  students 
closer  as  an  undergraduate  family.  “My  experience  of  the  tornado 
was  unreal,  but  it  made  me  put  several  things  into  perspective.”

Within  the  first  month,  1 quickly  realized  living 
off  campus  wasn’t  exactly  the  peachy  dream  I 
had  imagined.

Student  complaints  included 
extremely  long  lines,  small  food  portions,  and  heat  and  air  control. 
But  the  inconvenience  and  discomfort  only  lasted  a few  months  as 
the  newly  repaired  Cafe  was  showcased  on  December  2,  with  a 
grand  ribbon  cutting  ceremony. 

Students  were  eager  and  excited  as  this  meant  food  portions 
would  go  back  to  a reasonable  size,  a broad  variety  of  food,  and  a 
manageable  waiting  time  between  classes.  The  new  Cafe  brought 
back  some  of  Shaw's  missed  menu  specialties,  such  as  “Fried 
Chicken  Wednesdays”  and  “Fish  Fridays”.  Students  were  also 
pleased  about  the  return  of  the  grill,  pizza,  and  salad  bar.

Sometimes  the  four-year  plan  just  doesn't  pan  out.

’ t has  been  said  that  college  is  the  best  four  years  of  a 
person’s  life.  However,  for  many  students,  the  years  may 
be  more  like  the  best  five  or  six.  Contrary  to  popular 
assumption,  the  traditional  four-year  college  experience  is 
more  commonly  stretched  over  longer  periods  of  time. 

5 phenomenon  of  the  “Super  Senior”  is  not  nearly  as  phenomenal  as  people  believe.  According  to  a 2010  U.S.  News  survey  only 
3ercent  of  students  that  enter  four-year  bachelor’s  degree  programs  actually  complete  their  program  within  the  planned  four  years, 
ny  may  sneer  at  the  5th  or  6th  year  senior,  yet  they  are  far  more  common  than  the  four-year  student  with  a completion  rate  at  26 
cent,  fvlore  surprisingly,  a larger  amount  of  students  (37%)  either  never  finish  or  take  more  than  six  years  to  complete  their  degree 
gram. 


“Senioritis”  may  be  thought  to  be  the  cause  the  five-plus  year  student’s  extended  stay,  but  there  are  multiple  reasons  bachelor 
jree  programs  aren't  completed.  One  common  reason  is  that  some  major  programs  have  heavier  course  loads  than  others.  For 
.rnple,  at  Shaw  requiring  students  to  take  more  than  the  minimall  20  units  for  completion  could  prolong  their  tenure.  Anothercommon 
son  is  double  majoring  or  minoring.  Students  who  change  majors  at  some  point  during  their  programs  are  also  in  this  club.  By 
.nging  their  majors  early  on  in  their  freshman  or  sophomore  year,  students  may  have  a better  chance  of  finishing  in  the  planned 
r years  than  the  student  who  changes  during  junior  or  senior  year.  Working  to  support  yourself  financially  in  school  can  also  cause 
fades.  Students  vt/ho  work  full-time  jobs  typically  take  on  lighter  course  loads  of  1 2 units  instead  of  1 5 or  more  credits  to  maintain 
■time  status  and  not  overload  themselves.  As  well,  the  financial  burden  associated  with  paying  for  school  often  becomes  too  much 
students  who  do  not  receive  financial  aid,  and  some  students  take  time  off  from  school  until  they  are  more  financially  prepared  to 
3 on  the  expenses  associated  with  college.  However,  financial  burdens  are  not  the  only  thing  that  causes  some  students  to  take 
3 off.  A personal  or  family  crisis  may  also  cause  students  to  take  time  off  or  return  home.  A number  of  these  students  return  to 
ege  once  their  affairs  have  been  handled,  while  some  may  return  much  later.  And  unfortunately,  others  do  not  return  at  all. 


Obtaining  a college  degree  is  a major  accomplishment  for  all  who  do,  regardless  of  whether  it  takes  four  or  seven  years, 
backs  may  hold  us  back,  but  celebrating  the  victory  at  the  end  makes  it  worth  the  time  spent.

/n  1933  Shaw  University  Board  of  Trustees 
established  a School  of  Religion  for  theological 
education.  Students  enrolled  in  the  School  of 
Religion  could  earn  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  and 
Bachelor  of  Divinity  degrees  simultaneously  upon 
successful  completion  of  requirements  from  the 
six-year  program.  In  1969,  Shaw  University  began 
offering  a three-year  master's  degree  in  Divinity, 
which  was  aimed  at  training  persons  for  ministry 
primarily  targeting  the  African-American 
community.  Since  that  time,  Shaw  University's 
Divinity  School  has  prided  itself  by  providing  a 
quality  education  program  for  students  each  year. 

"From  its  very  beginnings  our  Divinity  School  has 
raised  vibrant  communities  on  God  and 
Education,  the  'GE  Program'",  says  Dean  Bruce 
T.  Grady.  Under  his  leadership,  the  accredited 
program  holds  various  events,  conferences,  and 
retreats  to  help  explore  21st  century  social  and 
religious  issues.  One  staple  is  its  annual 
Alexander/Pegues  Minister's  Conference,  a four- 
day  national  convocation  for  ministers,  which  is  in 
its  39th  year. 

The  Divinity  School  offers  two  graduate  programs 
of  study:  The  Master  of  Divinity,  with  nine  areas  of 
concentration  in  Pastoral  Counseling,  Old 
Testament,  New  Testament,  Theological  Studies, 
Women’s  Studies,  Church  History,  Christian 
Education,  Black  Church  Studies,  and  Homiletics; 
and  the  Master’s  of  Religious  Education  (MRE). 
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nine  extramural  sites  in  North  Carolina,  Shaw  University  Centers  for 
alternative  Programs  in  Education  (CAPE)  provide  the  flexibility  needed  for  students  with 
lemanding  full-time  work  schedules  and  the  aspirations  of  receiving  an  undergraduate 
legree.  Director  of  CAPEs,  Stanley  Elliott  stresses  that  while  some  believe  CAPEs  are 
eparate  from  the  main  campus,  they  are  a vital  and  integral  part  of  the  Shaw  University 
amily.  "CAPE  sites  may  be  geographically  located  in  multiple  locations,  yet  we  are  all 
me  unit,  one  Shaw  University",  explains  Elliott.  Nontraditional  and  alternative  may  be 
ised  as  descriptors  for  the  CAPE  learner,  but  the  educational  opportunities  afforded  to 
sach  student  upon  graduation  professionally  is  strongly  exampled  in  the  long  standing 
radition  of  innovative  instruction.

ollow  me"  has  become  a familiar  exchange  between  people  all 
around  the  world.  The  "following"  trend  was  made  popular  by  Twitter.  An 
online  social  networking  service  that  allows  for  its  users  to  send  and  read 
posts  from  people  all  around  the  world,  Twitter  has  gained  increasing 
popularity  over  the  last  year.  Its  users  are  able  to  share 
their  thoughts,  opinions,  and  experiences  in  messages  of 
up  to  140  characters. 

The  use  of  Twitter  has  rapidly  grown  among  college 
students.  According  to  the  Pew  Research  Center,  college 
age  students  make  up  eighteen  percent  of  the  daily  twitter 
traffic.  Of  that  eighteen  percent,  twenty-five  percent  are 
African-American.  The  study  also  concludes  that  African 
Americans  in  general  report  more  interest  in  celebrity  and 
entertainment  news,  and  were  found  to  be  more  likely  than 
whites  to  start  using  Twitter.  Shaw  University  junior  Julius 
Stukes  uses  twitter  as  an  outlet.  “It’s  a way  to  speak  my 
mind,  release  anger,  and  speak  on  things  that  irritate  me.” 

For  some  students  choosing  what  to  say  on  Twitter  can 
be  a challenge.  Many  students  say  the  first  thing  that 
comes  to  their  mind  without  thinking  about  the 
consequences.  Joining  the  ranks  of  social  networking  sites 
like  Facebook,  Twitter  has  begun  to  make  strides  in 
improving  security  features  that  presents  its  users  from  being  bullied  or 
harassed.  Sophomore  Glen  Bassett  believes  students  misuse  Twitter  to 
“spread  gossip  and  stalk  other  students.”  In  addition  users  of  Twitter  often 
use  language  that  is  not  becoming  to  future  employers.  However,  it  is  up 
to  the  users  to  monitor  what  they  say  because  their  comments  are  open 
for  the  whole  world  to  see. 

Although  there  are  multiple  ways  that  Twitter  can  be  abused  and  used  for 
negativity,  there  are  also  a number  of  positives.  There  has  been  a push 
at  many  universities  to  integrate  Twitter  in  the  everyday  academic  and 
social  life  of  students.  Many  universities  are  using  Twitter  to  inform 
students  of  upcoming  events,  campus  alerts  and  news.  This  method  of 
communication  has  proved  successful  at  universities  such  as  the 
University  of  Florida  , University  of  Georgia  and  Carnegie  Mellon 
University  as  a way  of  getting  information  to  students  faster  than  traditional 
email.  Furthermore,  Twitter  allows  for  professors  and  students  to 
communicate  about  class  and  academic  related  issues  in  real  time.  A 
number  of  Shaw  University  professors  also  use  Twitter  in  the  classroom. 
Dr.  Kandace  Harris,  Associate  Professor  and  Mass  Communications 
Chair  teaches  a Social  Media  class  in  which  her  students  use  Twitter  to 
professionally  brand  themselves,  create  discussions,  and  initiate  dialogue 
on  various  topics.  “I  try  to  empower  students  by  demonstrating  exactly 
how  valuable  Twitter  is  as  a strategic  communication  tool.”  Students  have 
also  been  able  to  successfully  use  Twitter  to  collaborate  with  students 
from  other  universities  from  all  around  the  world. 

Twitter  is  rapidly  changing  the  way  that  people  and  college  students  all 
around  the  world  communicate.  It  has  become  a positive  outlet  for  many 
people;  as  a way  of  networking,  self-  promotion,  conversation  and 
entertainment.  In  the  coming  future,  Twitter  is  sure  to  continue  to  grow.
